SHOT ON STEAMER 

— 

Discharged Employe Attempts 
Assassination 


Mayor William J. Gaynor, of New 
York, was shot in the head and seri¬ 
ously wounded August 9th as he stood 
- on the promenade deck of the steamer 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse by James 
D. Gallagher, a discharged city em¬ 
ploye. Gallagher was overpowered and 
arrested. 

The shot was fired at 9:15 o'clock 
a. m., fifteen minutes before the Kai¬ 
ser Wilhelm der Grosse was due to 
leave her pier at Hoboken, N. J., and 
the Mayor was receiving god-speed 
from a group of friends preparatory 
to a vacation trip to Europe. 

The bullet struck him behind the 
right ear an.I ranged downward, in¬ 
flicting a dangerous though not neces¬ 
sarily fatal wound, and unless blood 
poison develops the surgeons are 
hopeful of the Mayor’s recovery, al¬ 
though at his age, 59, such a wound 
is grave, liie Mayor is at St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Hoboken, surrounded by spe¬ 
cialists, with members of his family 
near. All early reports from the hos¬ 
pital were hopeful, and six X-ray nega¬ 
tives of the wound were taken to fa¬ 
cilitate an operation for the removal 
of the bullet. 

Eye Witness Tells of Crime. 

President Pedro Montt of Chile, en 
route to Europe after his visit to this 
country, was a spectator of the trag¬ 
edy. He had been talking with the 
Mayor just before the shooting oc¬ 
curred. “I saw the whole thing,” said 
President Montt. “The man was hang¬ 
ing around for several minutes. 1 no¬ 
ticed that he carried one hand under¬ 
neath his coat in the neighborhood o f i 
his right hand hip pocket, but I was : 
not suspicious of this and paid no par- | 
ticular attention to the fellow.” I 

Gallagher Shoots. I 

The first persons to see Gallagher 1 
were Secretary Adamson and Deputy 
Police Commissioner Reynolds. They 
noticed something bright in his hand, j 
but couldn’t determine what it was. ‘ 
There was a click within a few inches c 
of the Mayor’s ear, which caused him ' 


and cursed, wnile towards jammed 
him against the rail and while beating 
him in the face with one hand made 
desperate efforts to get the pistol with 
the other. All the time Gallagher kept 
pulling on the trigger of the pistol in 
a vain endeavor to fire it. The man 
finally became so weak that Corpora¬ 
tion Counsel Trving and a reporter 
managed to pull his arm back and get 
the pistol away from him. As they 
snatched it a ball cartridge rolled from 
its chamber to the deck. 

Gallagher, the assassin, is locked in 
a cell at Jersey City, held without bail 
He expresses no remorse. 

Confession of Gallagher. 

Gallagher, who shot Mayor Gaynor, 
made the following signed confession 

to Robert W. Bell, acting Chief of P;. 
lice of Hoboken. 

“I came over to Hoboken at 9:20 
this morning. I went to the steamship 
pier and I went on board the steamer 
E aiser Wilhelm der Grosse. I met a 
clergyman on board and I asked him 
to point out Mayor Gaynor to me. He 
did so and shortly after I fired a shot 
at the Mayor. I do not know if I fired 
more ttian one shot or not. 

“Knowing that Mayor Gaynor was 
going to Europe this morning to en¬ 
joy himself after depriving me of my i 
bread and butter, ‘not porterhouse ■ 
steak,’ I was irritated to the point of 
committing tl e act.”

ARREST OF MURDERERS 

Assailants in Sicilian Vendetta 
Charged With Murder. 

| Salvatore Ballestro, the cousin of 
Mario Ballestro, who was shot and 
killed, and of Pietro Ballestro, whose 
arm was shattered by a bullet in a 
bloody affray on Fishermen’s wharf 
In San Francisco recently, trailed 
Pietro Pidone and Vincenzo Randazzo, 
alias Pidone, the alleged assassins, 
until he found them in their hiding 
place. Then he notified the police. 
They were captured while trying to 
escape through a rear window. Both 
are charged with murder. 

Salvatore, who first said that he 
was a brother of the slain Mario, but 
now claims to be a cousin, witnessed 
the shooting, and a bullet from the 
revolver of Randazzo ripped his shirt¬ 
sleeve when he sprang on Randazzo 
to prevent him, as he said, from 
shooting little Pietro.
